WASHINGTON, May 7--A sub- 
committee of House gators 
repotted unanimously today that 
Major Genéral Benjamin D. Fou- 
lois, chief of the Army Air Corps, 
acted “in clear violation of existing 
law” in the proposed purchase of 
airplanes costing $7,500,000. 

Coupled with the criticism of 
Foulois was a commendation of 
‘Herry H. Woodring. Assistant Sec- 


retary of. War. 


No recommendation was made in 
this first formal report on the com- 
mittee’s inquiry inte War Depart- 
ment expenditures since 1926. Bu-

Bids, but Not Competitive. 

The report recalled that late in 
1933, the PWA set aside $7,500,000 
for the purchase of army airplanes. 
It asserted that Foulois had de- 
cided to buy the planes, without 
competition, from the 
Corporation, the Boeing Airplane 
Co, and the Glenn L Martin Co. 

On Woodring’s insistence, 
plan for direct purchases was 
dropped and specifications drawn 
on which competitive bids were 
asked.

dated March 5, 1934, held that in 
his opinion the invitations for the 
bids under consideration did not 
afford a proper basis for competi- 
tion... as required by law.”

The Judge Advocate General’s ob- 
jection was that bidders could not 
determine how much weight would 
be given to price, speed or any oth- 
er factors in the selection.

NEW NAVY PLANE TRAVELS 
760 MILES IN 310 MINUTES 


St. Louis-Built Craft Flown to 
Washington; Has Space for 
| .14 Persons. * 
One of the Navy’s two new $60,- 
000 de luxe Condor transport air- 
planes for the use of high officers 
in making inspection tours was 
flown from Lambert-St. Louis field 
yesterday to its base at Anacos- 
tia, near Washington, 760 miles 
by air, in 5 houfs and 10 minutes. 
The plane, which has two 715 
horsepower motors, was turned 
over to Lieutenant-Commander Jer- 
ry Bogan by the Curtiss-Wright 
Airplane Co. The. company has 
a sister ship under construction, 
which will be completed about 
May 47. 
Elabotately upholstered, the 
transport provides accommodations 
for 10 passengers, two pilots, a ra- 
dio operator, and a mechanic. A 
special radio compartment with 
extensive equipment is built in the 
ship. The plane has-a top speed 
of 192 miles an hour and a cruis- 
ing speed of about 162.

He thought 
it was a swell place to hide and 
wanted to see if he could get in, 
too. So he did. The lid fell down 
and snapped and we couldn’t get 
it up.”

Albert Bond Lambert, chairman 
of the committee, has asked min- 
isters of Missouri to remind their 
congregations this week of the bond 
election and the needs of institu- 
tions. The Rev. Alpha H. Kenna, 
pastor of Union Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, advocated support of 
the State and city bond issues from 
the pulpit yesterday, with particu- 
lar reference'to help for unfortu- 
nates. 

Three mass meetings in behalf 
of the city bond issue of $16,100,000 
to be submitted in the same elec- 
tion have been announced. They 
will be held at Cleveland and Beau- 
mont High Schools Wednesday 
night and Soldan High School Fri- 
day night. Leaders of the cam- 
paign will speak. 

Urges City Bond Issue. 

Speaking in behalf of the city 
bond issue, especially the $7,000,000 
item for hospitals, in the Commun- 
ity Forum radio period on station 
KSD yesterday, Hospital Commis- 
sioner Thompson said the city’s hos- 
pitals had rendered nearly 3,000,000 
patient-days of care and given more 
than 260,000 dispensary treatments 
in the last fiscal year. 

“The Hospital Division,” he re- 
lated, “has reached the limit of 
its capacity, particularily in the 
care of the insane and feeble-mind- 
e@, the tuberculous and the in- 
firm. New patients can only be 
taken in when beds are emptied, 
either by death or recovery or re- 
moval of those already in the in- 
stitution. We turn hundreds of 
patients away-from_our out-patient. 
clinic because we have not. the 
room to take care of them—some- 
times more than 100 patients’in a 
single day are refused medical aid. 

“We-have no hospital for’ the 
study of border-line cases of insan- 
ity. While we have a great city 
department, the Health Depart- 
ment, for the prevention of ordina- 
ry diseases, we have no set-up for 
the prevention of mental diseases. | 
It has been stated that one out of 
every four cases of mental disease 
offers a chance for cure if careful- 
ly studied in a psychopathic insti- 
tution instead of being committed 
to an insane asylum. We have no 
such institution, except for a small 
so-called observation ward at City 
Hospital, which for 25 years “has 
been characterized as a disgrace to 
our city—and where you will be 
taken if picked up unconscious on 
the street from any causé. 

“We have and will continue to 
have in our contagious disease hos- 
pital many cases of cross#inféctions, 
until money can be obtained to re- 
model this institution. By cross-in- 
fections, I mean that a ‘child com- 
ing into the institution, say with 
measles, may acquire scarlet fever 
or some other contagious disease

The earthquake was felt throne 
out Utah and Idaho. Geologists said 


the disturbance was the most se- 
vere since the major temblor on 
March 12. 

Dr, Frederick J. Pack, geologist, 
explained that the temblor was 
caused by. further faulting at the 
epicenter of the earthquake at Lo- 
comotive Springs earlier this year. 
Further settling shocks might be 
expected, he said, though probably 
not so severe as was the first. 

The trembling of the earth was 
noticeable on the streets of Utah. 
Automobiles shifted and pedestri- 
ans staggered. 

Hundreds of persons, awakened 
in hotels, apartment houses and 
residences, dressed hurriedjy and 
rushed ‘outside. The quake lasted, 
only, half a minute, 

Agnes Shade, hotel cashier, told 
how her bed crawled and the walis 
of her room swayed.

“T was awakened by creaking 
walls and the whole building 
seemed to be moving..

‘DES OF HEART ATTACK 


Picturesque Figure in Demo- 
cratic Politics for Third 
of a Century — 


John F. Byrne, Constable, mem- 
ber of the Democratic State and 
City Committees and a picturesque 
figure in North Side polities for a 
third of a century, died of heart 
disease yesterday at his home, 2250 
Howard street. He Was 57 years 
old, and entered the rough-and-tum- 


{ble-of politics in his native “Kerry 


Patch” district when he attained 
voting age. 

He had been ill for three months,

In the meantime 
he had opened a saloon at 2133 Lu- 
cas, and later, until the prohibition 
era, Operated a saloon on Cardinal 
avenue, south of Olive street. 

“Jimmy” Miles, Justice of the 
Peace of the Sixth District for 
years, until his death in 1924, and 
the late Tom Quinn, a neighbor- 
hood leader, were Byrne’s patrons 
at the start of his political career. 
Byrne was elected to the party’s 
City Committee in 1910 and re- 
mained on it continuously, always 
from the same section, which for 
some years has been the Highteenth 
Ward. Byrne was Constable in 
Miles’ district, where in  recént 
years Committeeman Jimmy Miller 
has been Justice of the Peace.

WASHINGTON, May 7. — The 
United States has told Germany 
that this Government strongly op- 
poses any pign under consideration 
at the German.debts conference in 
Berlin which . would discriminate 
against American bond holders. The 
@emand for equality of treatment 
was made by the American Em- 
bassy in Berlin, under instructions 
from the State Department. 

The text of the representations 
was not made public, but the State 
Department last night issued an 
official statement summarizing the 
attitude ‘of this Government. 

The statement said: 

“With reférence to the efforts of 
other Governments to obtain pre 
ferential treatment for their hold- 
ers of German bonds, the Amer- 
ican Embassy has informed the 
German Government that the previ- 
ously stated position of the United 
States Government opposing dis- 
crimination against American bond 
holders remains urchanged, and 
that careful consideration of the 
facts leads to the definite conclu- 
sions that Germany has power to 
prevent special arrangements with 
the different creditor countries and 
that it cannot escape the respon- 
sibility for any preferences it may 
sanction.” 

The text of the protest was un- 
derstood to reiterate the American 
attitude set forth in strong repre- 
sentations sent to the Hitler Gov- 
ernment in Jaanuary, protesting 
aginst preferential treatment ac- 
corded Dutch and Swiss bond 
holders. 

After the first debt conference in 
June, 1933, which resulted in a re- 
duction of interest payments to 75 
per cent, Switzerland and the Neth- 
erlands concluded agreements with 
Germany whereby full interest 
would be paid on bonds held by 
their nationals on the ground that 
they had an whfavorable trade bal- 
ance with Germany. 

At the conference in December, 
1933, protests by the American rep- 
resentatives resulted in a promise 
that such discrimination would 
stop, and in Jaanuary, 1934, agree- 
ment was reached that the prefer- 
ential treatment given the Swiss 
and Dutch would end June 30, 1934. 
In recent sessions of -the Berlin 
conference the Dutch and Swiss 
have insisted that the preferential 
treatment be continued. : 


Berlin Makes No Comment on 
American Statement.

BERLIN, May 7.—An encourag- 
ing statement that the conference 
of Germany’s creditors with 
Reichsbank officials is proceeding 
toward a solution “more rapidly 
than I expected” was made yester- 
day by Leon Fraser, chairman of 
the creditors’ group. 

A committee on which the Unit- 
ed States is represented by W. W. 
Cunningham is investigating pos- 
sible solutions, and the next. step 
will be consideration of the prac- 
ticability of proposals by this 
group, Fraser said. 

No comment was made on the 
American Government’s statement 
insisting on equality of treatment 
for American bondholders. 


INJUNCTION AGAINST STATE 
GRAIN EMBARGO UPHELD

WASHINGTON, May 7.—The Su- 
preme Court today upheld an in- 
junction restraining Gov. William 
Langer and other State officials 
from enforcing the North Dakota 
grain embargo act pending final de- 
cision as to its validity. 

The embargo law, enacted in 
1933, was aimed to prevent ship- 
ments out of the State when the 
market price was regarded confis- 
catory. Acting under the: statute, 
Langer issued a proclamation in 
October prohibiting shipments. | 

The Grandin Farmers’: Co-Opera- 


panies and individuajs brought 
suit in a three-Judge Federal Court,. 
sitting at St. Paul, Minn., challeng- 
ing the embargo. The Court grant- 
ed an interlocutory injunction from 
which State officials appealed to 
the Supreme Court.

Pimlico feature, but will be saved 
for the American Derby. 

They think they have a better 
horse in High Quest, which wasn’t 
ready for the Derby, but will be for 
the Preakness, and all I've got to 
say is that anything they even think 
is a better horse. than Cavalcade 
must, per se and until further no- 
tice, be a pretty good Sunday horse. 

Offhand, I'd say that the field at 
Pimlico won't include more than 
nine, the smallest Preakness of 
‘years, just as the Derby was the 
maddest and the biggest of them 
I should say that the best test 
of this is that one horse and 5000 
people finished in front of the 
judges at Churchill Downs on Sat- 
urday. But only the horse counted. 
‘In fact, the only way to count the 
people was to have a few of them 
finish in a hospital, which, in truth, 
seemed altogether likely. 

The Probabie Pimlico Field. 

Among the nine racers I think 
will start; at Baltimore, are Sgt.

pole in. Yet, coming back to New 
York with the colt’s rider, Johnny 
Bejshak, we developed the informa- 
tion that the horse had ben raced 
absolutely according to instructions. 

One therefore wonders what 
to think that a 
horse, which didn’t do any too well 
against a good winner, is bound to 
improve to a point where he figures 
to be more prominent against a 
better winner.

ISLAND REFUGE FOR TROTZKY 


"te Overcome the Depression 


Two “Parilarnental Fallacies’ ’ Cited: (1) That 
Rise in Prices Is Essential to Recovery; 
(2) That Burden of Debts Is Unsupportable. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 7.—America’s 
economic plight is not basically a 
money trouble but is an outgrowth 
of the World War, says James P. 
Warburg, vice-chairman of the 
Bank of the Manhattan Co., in his 
book, “Money Muddle,” published 

today. 

“Our greatest trouble arises from 
cur failure to realize that the 
money problem is not all-import- 
ant,” he, says and from our conse- 
quent belief that we can find a 
monetary cure for our complicated 
ailment. 

“We make this mistake, I think, 
because our Government has fallen 
prey to two fundamental fallacies: 

“That a rise of prices is. essential 
to recovery and can be obtained by 
depreciating the currency, and 

“That the burden of debt is in- 
supportable and must be relieved by 
depreciating the currency.... 

“When we take our ‘debt burden’ 
apart, is it not evident that the 
demagogues have been selling us a 
gold brick?....” 

“What Alls Us.” 

Under the heading “What Really 
Ails Us,” Warburg points to the 
World War. “At practically the 
last minute we joined the Allies— 
not with an honest avowal of our 
reasons, which in truth were both 
mercenary and spiritual—but with 
a mouthful of words ‘about making 
the rid safe for democracy.” And 
because this maudlin phrase was 
born of war hysteria, nine out of 
10 honest citizens believed it. - 

“Until then we had been a rea- 
sonably honest nation, 

“From there on we were honest 
neither- with ourselveg nor with 


others, Under a flag of ‘righteous- 
ness’ we sent over our million 
doughboys, sold our billions of Lib- 
erty bonds, grew our billions of 
bushels and bales of wheat and 
cotton, planted our millfons of sur- 
plus acres, erected our surplus plant 
capacity, and taught our people 
how to be profiteers, bootleggers, 
speculators and gangsters, instead 
of honest, law-abiding, hard-work- 
ing citizens. 

“That was how we got drun...” 

“A Sensible Middie Course.” . 

In coming out of chaos, Warburg 
believes a “sensible middle course is 
clearly indicated” between complete 
economic’ nationalism, or interna- 
tionalism, and he indicates his 
agreement with proposals of Henry 
Wallace, Secretary of Agriculture. 

Warburg proposes a gold bullion 


standard instead of a gold coin 
standard, and has this to say of 
silver: . 


“Most people who want silver 
money, whether they realize it or 
not, want cheaper money. If that 
is the case, they might as well 
clamor for iron money or tin money 
or just plain paper money. There is 
no particular reason why they 
should stop at silver...” 

Of banking, he says: 

“We must build up the banking 
business as a profession and elim- 
inate any tendency to make it a 
racket... To do that we must keep 
politics out of the banking business 
and jet the courts be merciless in 
the enforcement of an _ intelligent 
banking law...” 

Warburg gives a detailed explan- 
ation of his part in the world eco- 
nomic conference in London during 
which he was an adviser to the 
American Committee.

Trebitch Lincoin’s Request for 
Four Months to Preach Re- 
fused by British.

LIVERPOOL, England, May 7.— 
Trebitch Lincoln, once a member 
of the British House of Commons 
and now a Buddhist abbot, was ar- 
rested yesterday when he landed 
from the liner Duchess of York, 
and authorities said he would be 
deported to Canada on the same 
ship Friday. His arrest followed 
his refusal to proceed to Antwerp 
within 24 hours after his arrival 
from Canada. 

Lincoln, now known as Abbot 
Chao Kung, was accompanied by 
five Buddhist monks and five 
Buddhist nuns. ,They also ‘were 
arrested and will be deryorted. 

“IT only want to stay four months 
and preach Buddhism, just as you. 
send missionaries abroad,” said Lin- 
coln, but authorities rejected the 
plea. 

Lincoln gained a world-wide rep- 
utation as an adventurer and spy 
before taking up Buddhism. He 
received permission from Canadian

7.—Nazi Germany yesterday began 
its active campaign for restoration

Joseph Goebels, Minister of Propa- 
ganda, promised a cheering crowd 
of 100,000 Germans; many of them 
residents of the Saar, that “there 


can be no compromise on the Saar 
question.” 

“Come ‘what may,” he declared, 
“the Reich will stick to you. The 
Germany of dishonor and disgrace 
is a thing of the past, and the new 
Reich is resting on honor and 
power.” 

The — ——— came on the 
eve of the meeting of the League 
of Nations, at whigh arrangements 
for the plebiscite, which must be 
held no later than next January, 
will be made. Claims were made 
at the meeting that 455,000 Ger- 
mans entitled to vote under the 
tentative plans for the plebiscite 
constitute 93 per cent of the quali- 
fied electors. 

Various references in Goebel’s 
speech to Commissioner Geoffrey 
George Knox, governing the Saar 
for the League of Nations, and his 
police, recruited. from among anti- 
Nazis, brought loud cries of “Pfui!”

its are. practically at a standstill. No 
banker in his right senses makes loans 
while the purchasing power of the people 
8 constantly shrinking. No banker in his 
right senses lends money to be used to 
pay interest on other loans. Only the 
RFC does that. 

The only answer to the problem is for 
the Treasury to pay money directly into 
use for value delivered. Anyone familiar 
with the present rate of interest paid on 
Treasury notes knows that such Treas- 
ury notes (without interest coupons) 
would be accepted at face value. If the 
issuance of such notes would go hand 
in hand with a large Government con- 
struction program, such as elimination of 
grade crossings, widening of roads, build- 
ing of power dams, etc., purchasing pow- 
er would be distributed among the people, 
unemployment would cease, the farm 
problem would disappear and many oth- 
er ills be. solved. : 

Of course, the objection is that this 
program may lead to unbridled issuance 
of such Treasury notes. That thought 
gives the owning class a headache. But 
the common people suffer worse than a 
headache.

A PROPOSITION to cover a large por- 
tion of the expenses of Congress at 
Washington by contributions to be re- 
ceived from the Steel Trust, the Power 
Trust, the railroads and other interests 
habitually seeking governmental favor, 
would be promptly repudiated by the 
American people.

Deducting all taxes, it_is startling to reflect that 
505 persons in 1929 got more spendable income than 
2,332,000 toiling farmers made in the following year. 
The national income for 1929 increased. $2,680,000,000 
over that of 1927. But of this increase, two billions 
went to those reporting incomes of $50,000 and over. 
In other words, four out of five dollars of income 
for that year went to only 2 per cent of the people. 

If the NRA functions according to the Harriman 
pattern, the consequences will be evén more shock- 
ing. The Harrimans propose that we turn industry 
over to those primarily interested in promoting prof- 
its, dividends; interest, royalties and annuities—not 
in increasing wages and thereby effecting a more 
equitable division of the national income. 

Business leaders may ridicule the obvious dangers 
of too much wealth in too few hands. Alfred Sloan 
Jr., president of General Motors, does. But there 
is another implication of. their self-rule philosophy 
to be considered. We assume that these gentlemen 
have no ambition to guide the existing order into 
the halter of Marx. In 1930, 200 corporations were 
shown to own one-half of all corporate wealth, which 
was estimated at 165 billions. From 1909 to 1930, 
the growth of these giants was two and one-half 
times as fast as that of the hundreds of thousands 
of smaller corporations. 

In their book, “The Modern Corporation and Pri- 
vate Property,” Berle and Means point out that, if 
this rate of growth continues, by 1950 70 per cent of 
all corporate activity and wealth will be conducted 
and owned by these 200 corporations, and by 1970 
they will have cornered all corporate wealth. The 
same book shows that, while theoretically some 200Q 
directors direct the vast wealth owned by these 200 
corporations, the rulers of one-half of all corporate 
Wealth number only a few hundred, after deductions 
are made for inactive and interlocking directorships, 
Contrary to popular belief that bigness brings about 
its own destruction and ends up in liquidation, it is 
shown that from 1919 to 1930 only two great corpora- 
tions eollapsed—less than 1 per cent. 

NRA codes have relieved these great corporations 
from the anti-trust laws. They provide big business, 
which dominates the administration of the codes, 
with very sharp teeth for biting into the remaining 
independence of small and moderately lerge business. 
They prime big business for a triumphant march 
toward the goal of perhaps one great corporation in 
every field of industry and this vast wealth directed 
and controlled at the top by a few men. 

If those now preaching self-rule in business with- 
out government interference really have the inter- 
ests of capitalism at heart, they had better welcome 
less concentration in business and more government 
regulation. Only in this way can capitalism be 
estopped from becoming its own grave digger. 
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KEEPING WAGES AND COSTS IN PACE. 

Dr. Gordon 8. Watkins, specialist in labor eco- 
nomics of the University of California at Los Angeles, 
has no fear for the success of the recovery program 
because of an “intensified conflict between capital 
and labor.” His worry grows out of the relation 
of wages and salaries to the cost of living. He feels 
that unless income keeps pace with increasing costs, 
consumers will indulge in a - dae strike, if not 
voluntarily, through force of neééssity, and thus deal

FAMOUS artist has portrayed, 
A in a ting of four panels, 
the slow rise of man from the 
animal to the angel shape, which 
is both a picture and a parable of 
the strange story of our race. 

The first panel shows us animals 
killing man as their prey, man a 
fear-hunted victim of the beast. In 
the second panel we see man kill- 
ing animals for food, shaping weap- 
ons of wood and stone and iron. 

In the third panel, alas, man is 
killing man in war, staining the 
earth with brother-blood; man 
more cruel than beast. In the last 
panel man is growing wings by 
which he is lifted into a higher 
life. 

Let us hope that at last, after 
ages of war, man is passing out 
of the third into the fourth panel 
of the picture. If he has not grown 
wings on his back, he has learned 
to make wings and fly the sky. 

But in order to make wings he 
had to have wings in his mind, 
which may be what Plato meant 
long ago when he sdid that the 
finer thoughts of the race are but 
the pricking and prodding of wings 
agrowing. : 

An old Chinese poet once dreamed 
that he was a butterfly, and there- 
after he walked the earth a be- 
wildered man. He could never be 
sure, he said, whether he was real- 
ly a ‘man who had dreamed that 
he was a butterfly, or a butterfly 
dreaming that he was a mah with 
wings. 

Are we not all in the same dilam- 
ma as the old poet, wondering 
whether we are men in mere bodies 
of flesh, dreaming that we have 
souls, or immortal spirits dreaming 
that we have bodies of flesh? 

In old Greek myth the butterfly 
was the image of the soul, as if 
man felt from the first that he was 
made to fly. The Sufi poets had for 
an emblem a human heart with 
wings on it, symbol of the swifter 
sympathies of man as he emerges 
from his lower to his higher life. 

Poets, saints and prophets in all 
ages have lived in the faith -that 
“our birth is but a sleep and a for- 
getting,” and that we shall awake
